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Council Votes to Hold Existing 
TV Rates for Further Study

On February 28, following 
a brief public hearing, the 
Greenbelt City Council voted 
unanimously to order the 
existing rates for “basic” 
cable television service to re- 
main in effect for an addi- 
tional 90 days, beginning 
March 13. This mantains 
the city’s ability to analyze 
the rates further before de- 
termining whether the rates 
are fair or too high. If 
council finds they are too 
high, it can order the rates 
lowered. 

Cable TV Act of 1992 

The city’s review of the cable 
rates is part of the reregulation 
of cable rates under the Cable 
Act of 1992. The city’s regulatory 
powers are limited, however, to 
the “basic” service—channels 2- 
32 on the “B” side of the cable. 

There are two complications to 
this action. First, on February 
22, the Federa] Communications 


rates should be cut by 7%. How- 
ever, the actual regulations de- 
fining how the cut is to be made 
will not be available until the 
end of March. 

Second, if the city orders the 
rates for basic service reduced, 
it is likely that the majority of 
eable customers in the city will 
see no change in their rates. Cus- 
tomers getting only basic cable 
service currently pay $10.47 per 
month, 

Beyond basic, the other avail- 
able services are: cable program- 
ming service (channels 2A-22A, 
27A-32A and 40A) and the Mul- 
tivision variety package (Home 
Team Sports, Turner Network 
Television, WWOR and WTBS). 
These two services plus the basic 
service are available at the com- 
bined rate of $28.95. This is 
equivalent to the cost of these 
services, plus the $3 monthly 
charge for a remote control unit, 
prior to the implementation of 
the Cable Act of 1992. Premium 
and pay-per-view channels are 
also available. 

28 Franchises 

David Wilson, Vice President 
and General Manager of Multivis- 
ion, said that the FCC required 
the company to calculate rates 
separately for each of the 28 
franchises Multivision holds in 
Prince Georges County. How- 
ever, the franchising jurisdic- 
tions, Wilson said, complained 
that it would be difficult to ex- 
plain why the rate in their city 
was higher than that in a neigh- 
boring jurisdiction, Multivision’s 
solution was to create the MVP, 
which is unregulated, and to set 
its price at the level necessary 
to make the three services cost 
a total of $28.95, 

A few months after the new 
rates went

calculations, which led to a slight 
overcharge for basic service.

Maryiland Cable Corp. the 
owner of the Northern Prince 
Georges County cable televi- 
sion system which is operated 
ky Multi-Vision Cable TV, to- 
gether with its parent Mary- 
land Cable Holdings Corp., 
filed a “prepackaged” bank- 
ruptey on Mz2rch 10. The “pre- 
packaging” refers to a plan of 
reorganization and the United 
States Bankruptcy Court has 
been asked to hold a hearing 
ais goon as possible to con- 
firm the proposal. 


The reonganization, antici- 
pated to be completed around 
September 30, 1994, would re- 
sult in new equity ownership 
of the system by the present 
holders of Maryland Cable’s 
high yield bonds, According to 
the proposed plan, the opera- 
tion of the system would con- 
tinue as usual, including the 
construction of calble plant to 

serve new subdivisions.

Big Basic Increase 

Under the Cable Act, those 
subscribers getting only basic 
service (previously known as the 
“universal tier”) saw the larg- 
est increase. The rate for this 
service rose from $3.00 before 
regulation to $10.47 now. At the 
same time, the number of chan- 
nels offered was reduced, with 
WTBS and WWOR shifted to 
the “A” side, These stations can 
be added to the basic service for 
$2 each, 

Norm Weyel called the increase 
an “unconscionable” act that 
“cries out for correction.” He 
arged the city to tell Multivis- 
ion to “‘take a walk” when it 
came time to renew the franchise. 
Eunice Coxon also ealled for a 
reduction in the basic cable 
charge, 

Channel Changes 

Multivision Community and 
Government Relations Manager 
Margaret Mosley explained the 
company’s interpretation of the 
eable regulations, All channels 
must be treated as equal in value, 
she said. In addition, all broad- 
cast channels within a 50 mile 
radius must be included in the 
basie service. Thus, three chan- 
nels, ineluding a shopping chan- 
ne] in Arlington, were added to 
the “B” side, and WWOR and 
WTBS were shifted to the “A” 
side of the cable. 

Another provision of the cable 
act, Mosley said, requires the 
company to make premium chan- 
nels available to basic subscribers. 
This prevents the company from 
using the slots currently occu- 
pied by premium and pay-per- 
view channels for basic servire. 

Citizens Not Convinced 

Weyel did not find these argu- 

ments persuasive. He questioned 


whether customers really need- 
ed two Showtimes or three Home 
Box Office channels. 

Doug Love pointed out that 
some premium channels were of- 
fered on the “A” side. Since the 
company is not meeting the goal 
of providing all premium ser- 
vices to the basic subscribers, 
they ought to abandon the goal, 
he said, and “give us what we 
want.” He complained that citi- 
zens are “getting less for more” 
and argued that the higher rates 
discourage customers from up- 
grading their service. He acknow- 
ledged, however. that Multi- 
vision’s system is better than 
some others, 

Wilson moted that if more 
channels were added to the basic 
service, the cost of that service 
would increase. 

Barry Schlesinger urged the 
city to seek its own interpreta- 
tions of the cable regulations and 
not to rely upon the company’s 
statements. City Public Informa-

Wilson updated the council and 
citizens on the company’s finan- 
cial status. At the end of Decem- 
ber, it signed a financial restruc- 
turing plan and is seeking ap- 
proval from its bondholders. If 
the bondholders do not agree, the 
company is prepared, Wilson said, 
to file a prepackaged bankrupt- 
cy under Chapter 11 to imple- 
ment the restructuring package 
without ‘bondholder approval. 
These steps, he said, would put 
the company on a “sounder fi- 
nancial footing” and would have 
no effect on service or rates. 
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Citizens Air Their Opinions 
At Public Hearing on Trails

Approximately one dozen people attended the public 
hearing on the proposed Trails Plan March 8 at the Wind- 
sor Green community building. The features of 14 differ- 
ent trails/routes were discussed. The city staff said the pur- 
pose of the Trails Plan was to “promote the existing trails 
network as a transportation and recreation resource, and 
to provide guidance for the planning, design and construc- 
tion of additions to the trails system... .” 


A trail is characterized as a 
non-motorized route, generally 
used for recreation or transpor- 
tation. Trails come in _ three 
types: bicycle, hiker/biker, and 
scenic. A bicycle, trail is an “on- 
road recreational or transporta- 
tiona] route intended for cyclists 
. . . There are no bicycle lanes 
on any road in Greenbelt, nor 
have any roads been built or 
modified to , . accommodate 
bicyclists” the city staff report 
nctes. Hiker/biker, trails and 
scenic trails are intended for both 
cyclists and pedestrians. The 
14 trails discussed. however, exist 
either formally as a maintained 
“path” or informally through use. 
... Offer to..Maintain Trails 

‘Doug Love, representing vol- 
unteers calling themselves the 
Trai] Maintenance Committee, 
stated that his group wanted 
the responsibility of maintaining 
the trails with supplies provided 
by the city. Implicit in this re- 
mark seemed to be that the vol- 
unteers would maintain the trails 
in a more sensitive manner than 
the city’s public works crew. 
Betsy Likowski, however, felt 
that the city crew should main- 
tain the trails “once cr twice a 
year.”

Greenbelt Reacts with Anger 
As County Nixes Lake Plans

An unsheduled item, added to the agenda by City Man- 
ager Daniel Hobbs at the regular city council meeting on 
Monday, March 14, evoked disbelief, consternation, and 


anger from councilmembers, city staff and citizens. 


That 


very morning, the city had been notified that the permit to 
proceed with plans for the creation of Greenbrook Lake 
would be denied by the State of Maryland. The lake design 
proposed for Greenbrook East had been in the planning 


stages for almost a decade. 

Notification was given by Ross 
A. Beschner, Chief of the South- 
ern Division for Nontidal Wet- 
lands and Waterway Division of 
the Maryland Department of the 
Environment (MDE) following a 
meeting with representatives of 
Prince Georges County’s Water- 
shed Protection Branch (WPB). 
Beschner said he -believed jt was 
not necessary that the wetlands 
be impacted as extensively as 
design plans in the application 
described, 

Instead the suggested a dif- 
ferent design configuration for 
the proposed lake which would 


reduce it by one-half acre, cre-, 


ating one longer, narrower lak 
or “wet pond.” He claimed th 
water quantity and quality con 
tro] goals could be achieved wit 
this new design (See accompany- 
ing illustration). 

In reporting this new twist 
in the long saga of planning for 
Greenbrook Lake, Celia Wilson, 
the city’s Director of Planning 
and Community Development, 
said she had asked what the city 
would have to do to defend its 
original design. She was inform- 
ed, she said, that new data would

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Bureaucratic Swamp 


The Council and citizens of Greenbelt should let their 
county representative know how upset they are with the 
way that the Prince Georges County Department of Envi- 
ronmental Resources has jerked the city around concerning 
the construction of Greenbrook Lake in Schrom Hills Park. 
The County has been involved at every step in the city's 
extensive efforts to “come up with a design fod the lake 
that would satisfy the United States Army Corps of En- 
gineers, the State of Maryland and the residents of Green- 
belt East. Nevertheless, now that permit approval time is 
here, the county Watershed Protection Branch has withheld 
its support for the design, causing the state to request that 
the lake project be redesigned once again and once ag§in 
reduced in size. | : 

The planning of this project has been going on for 
more than six years since agreement was first reached 
between the Washington Suburban Sanitary Commission 
(WSSC), the developers of Greenbrook, Michael T- Rose 
and Associates and the city to provide within the park a 
scenic five-acre lake. The lake, needed as a storm water 
retention area, was to be bordered by landscaped areas and 
woodland and viewed from adjacent homes in Greenbrook. 
Rose and other developers put up the money for WSSC to 
build the facility. 

Unfortunately, the county government took over re- 
sponsibility for storm water management, including this 
project, before the project could be begun. The county then 
advised the city that it did not have the staff needed to 
manage the design of the project and suggested that the 
city could do that work for the county and be reimbursed 
for its costs. Because the city was anxious to see the pro- 
ject completed at an early date, it agreed to do this. How- 
ever the county still delayed the project interminably by 
failing to render needed approvals for an agreement to do 
the work and for the selection of professional consultants. 


During that time, the regulation of the use of wet- 
lands changed dramatically and the Corps of Engineers be- 
came involved in the approval process. Not only did the 
regulations change but they kept on changing so as to cause 
confusion as to exactly what was and was not allowed. 

Finally, about a year ago, the city consultant devised 
the compromise plan for a double lake of two-plus acres 
that would disturb only an acre of wetland, a disturbance 
acceptable to the Corps of Engineers. Both the county and 
the state were involved.in. reaching: that.solution. It was left 
to the city council and staff to explain to irate Greenbrook 
“lakefront” . homeawners-rand other -<Greenbelt-East resi- 
dents why the lake hadn’t. been built yet and why it had to 
be shrunk in size. 

Now, unless something changes, it’s back to the draw- 
ing board. While that is being done, who knows what bur- 
eaucrat in what agency will come up with another regular- 
tion to make the new design unacceptable. 

The city might well consider throwing the whole mess 
back in the hands of the county where it belongs. Unfor- 
tunately, the track record of the Department of Environ- 
mental Resources is by this time so bad that it is not in 
the best interests of Greenbelt to do so.

TAX TIPS 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L, Goldstein urged tax- 
payers to be careful when com- 
pleting the standard deduction 
worksheets in the Maryland tax 
booklet instructions. as errors 
involving the standard deduction 
are frequent. 

Albout 61% of Maryland in- 
come tax returns claim the stan- 
dard deduction. 

The comptroller said taxpayers 
are committing another frequent 
error by neglecting to round 
numbers on their state forms. 
People are reminded to round all 
dollar figures entered on the 
form and write as neatly as pos- 
sible in blue or black ink. Round- 
ing and using blue or black ink 
will cut down on math errors and

help make sure data imaging 
equipment will process the re- 
turn accurately and speed up the 
refund check, 


Figu::s from W-2’s' and other 
documents which end with 50 
cents or higher should be rounded 
up to the next higher dollar when 
entering them on the Maryland 
income tax form. Figures of 49 
cents or less should be rounded 
down to the next lower dollar. 
Taxpayers should enter only 
whole dollar amounts, not using 
dollar signs, commas or decimal 
points with double zeros. Using 


only one staple to attach the W-2 
and the other papers to the tax 
form and using the envelope pro- 
vided will also speed the pro- 
cess.

Se habla Espanol 
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New House Connection 
Charges Voted by WSSC 


The six commissioners of the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission have voted to adopt 
new, uniform house connection 
charges, with a proviso to revisit 
the issue within six months. Be- 
ginning April 8, the charge for 
residential and non-residential 
smal] sized water lines will be 
$850, and $1,275 for small sized 
sewer lines, for a total of $2,125. 
The old rate for one-inch resi- 
dential water and sewer lines 
was $1,550. 


The commissioners had been 
at an impasse over a proposed 
two-tiered system in which a 
typical house connection in al- 
ready develuped areas would be 
$7,425, and $1.525 for a house 
connection in an _ undeveloped 
area. Staff members of the Com- 
mission had presented the twc- 
tiered and uniform rate options 
to the commissioners after cost 
analyses showed that it is much 
more expensive to install water 
and sewer lines in developed com- 
munities, where it is often nec- 
essary to dig up streets and 
curbs, impact rights of way, han- 
dle traffic control, and work 
around such improvements as 
are found in urban, as opposed 
to suburban areas.

(Continued from pgae one) 
hard to come up with a trails 
plan. “We need a Master Plan 
in place,” she stated, “I hope 
this proposal will set the stage 
for a plan to be adopted by the 
city counci] which will give us 
a blueprint for future proje:ts.” 

Ray Stevens, representing the 
Woodlands Committee of Green- 
belt Homes, Inc., stated that the 
city should not depict trails on 
a map that goes through private 
property. This did not mean that 
GHI objected to anyone using 
a trail on GHI property, only that 
GHI did not want to create the 
impression that a trail that goes 
through its property is open to 
the publi. 

Link to Metro 

Several people coimmented on 
the specific trails, noting which 
ones they favored to be devel- 
oped further. Alex Barnes, Jr., 
member of PRAB and avid 
biker/hiker/runner, greatly fav- 
ored a trail that provided access 
to the Metrorail from Cherry- 
wood Lane and a safe crossing 
of Kenilworth Avenue from 
Crescent Road to Cherrywood 
Lane with appropriate traffie 
signal timing. 

The proposed link from the 
Springhii] Lak2 area to Metro 
runs from the intersection of 
Cherrywood Lane and Springhill 
Drive, across the A. H. Smith 
property to the Metro station. It 
was noted by City Administra- 
tive Assistant Eric Beriin that 
the Smith property is private, out- 
side the <ity limits, and the land 
costs for development of this 
trail are unknown. 

Barnes did not favor develop- 
ment of the Perimeter Road Trail 
which runs through Parcels 1 and 
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ington Parkway). The staff re- 
port proposed to minimally im- 


prove the existing path, place . 


the trails on the map, and make 
them “user friendly.” Barnes 
suggested “letting nature man- 
age itself in these woods, The 
trails already exist ‘or people 
to use. Advertising (them) might 
increase their use,” he warned. 


Bicycle Priorities 


Bill Clarke, representing the 
Greenbelt Bicycle Coaliticn 
(GBC), listed that group's top 
ten capital improvement. projects. 
Wwening of Hanover Parkway 
is their number one trails pro- 
ject. GBC wants 14-foot curb 
lanes from Schrom Hil!s Park 
to Good Luck Road when the 
road is reconstructed for new 
qevelopment. They also favor 
paving the grave] shoulders alcng 
Crescent Road and construction 
of bike lanes from Ivy Lane to 
Metro Drive, (Bike lanes have 


recently been marked on Ivy 


Lane). 

Eric Berlin noted that if the 
City Council adopts the work 
plan contained in the Capita! Im- 
provement Plan book (CIP), “a 
large part of the trails wili be 
built” as part of the CIP. 

Berlin further discussed the 
Cirele Trai] and Inner City Trail 
proposed by former City Mana- 
ger James Giese in an earlier 
issue of the News Review. Ber- 
lin stated that Giese’s recom- 
mendation to cut through the 
box culvert under the Beltway 
would not be feasible since pres- 
ently that area is under six feet 
of water. In other areas Berlin 
noted, “much of the trail al- 
ready existed.” 

Council member Rodney Rob- 


ing he “can’t see any reason to 
pave a big circle around old 
Greenbelt. Why would anyone 
walk around all of old Green- 
belt?” 

City Manager Dan Hobbs 
quickly retorted that he “appre- 
ciated the thoughtfulness con- 
tained in the article . - . I think 
Jim Giese performed a service 
in making us think . , .” about 
alternatives, Hobbs stated. 

Mayor Antoinette (Toni) Bram 
also felt the former city mana- 
ger’s opinions should be consid- 
ered. “We have a lot of different 
trails taat need to be addressed,” 
she declared, as well as assessing 
the particular needs of persons 
who use pedestrian paths and 
bikeways to get somewhere as 
opposed to wooded trails for rec- 
reational use. “There are differ- 
ent levels of paths and trails 
to make decisions on,” she ob- 
served, 

The hearing ended with the 
knowledge that much was yet to 
be discussed on this issue before 
a Master Plan for Trails is final- 
ly adopted.

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Plan to Revive Older Towns 
Described at Council Meeting 


by Virginia Beauchamp 

Councilmember Thomas White, who arrived 40 min- 
utes late for the March 14 city council meeting, having just 
flown in from Australia, commented when asked where he 
had spent the morning that he had been “over the Pacific.” 
“T had coffee yesterday in a shop in Sydney,” he added. He 
had missed by a few minutes a presentation by Dale Hutch- 
inson, Chief of the Development Review Division of the 
Maryland-National Capital Park & Planning Commission, 
on Prince Georges Countys new revitalization plan to aid 
older Communities inside the Beltway. 


Hutchinson, who appeared at 
the invitation of the city, which 
is interested in assuming more 
planning and zoning authority, 
described this program to assist 
eommunities along the Route 1 
corridor to take action toward 
their own renewal. Authorized by 
state legislation, it had been de- 
veloped to deal with current de- 
sign requirements that could not 
be met in redevelopment initia- 
tives in these older municipali- 
ties. 

Among the sorts of require- 
ments, enacted after these towns 
were built, which might act as 
barriers to revitalization are 
parking lot design standards, in- 
cluding landscaping and screen- 
ing; the number of parking and 
loading spaces; sign location, size 
and setback; and building and 
accessory building locations and 
sizes. Waivers from these require- 
ments may be granted by the 
Planning Board as “departures” 
or “variances” but the process 
is time-consuming, sometimes 
taking as long as four months 
to complete. 

Under the so-called “overlay 
plan,” approval authority may be 
granted to the municipalities for 
variances of these types, Since 
the local communities are more 
/ with 
their own planning issues and 
their specific needs, they . can 
act with more dispatch, Hutchin- 
son said. Municipalities can de- 
cide to opt in; they can later 
also decide to opt out, he said. 
The plan is applicable only to 
developments that were “sub- 
stantially” complete before No- 
vember 1949—which would of 
course include old Greenbelt.

council member Judith Davis. She 
felt that whether or not Green- 
belt chose to adopt it needed fur- 
ther study by city attorney Rob- 
ert Manzi to discover whether 
there might also be liabilities. 
She felt that the Advisory Plan- 
ning Beard might study the im- 
plications as well. Council then 
referred the issue to Manzi. 

New Sign at Baptist Church 

The city’s lack of jurisdiction 
over signage issues came up 
later in the meeting when Celia 
Wilson, Director of Planning and 
Community Development’ de- 
scribd a matter concerning a new 
illuminated sign which had been 
purchased by the Baptist Church 
for installation near Crescent 
Road. Approval had already been 
granted by the county, without 
reference to the city’s own guide- 
lines. 

In the past the city has been 
able to work with developers of 
new properties, restricting the 
size and placement of any signs, 
Wilson said. In fact, however, 
the city has no legal jurisdiction 
over such matters, 

Wilson described very pleasant 
negotiations with representatives 
from the Baptists when the city 
became aware of their intentions. 
For example, they had already 
agreed to move ‘the sign further 
back from the roadway, to re- 
duce the illumination, and to 
landscape the base. Although the 
sign exceeds in height the city’s 
specifications, she felt that city 
horticulturist Bil] Phelan could 
work with the church on land- 
scaping plans, possibly to create 
berming around the base to re- 
duce the sign’s visual impact. 

Noise Pollution 


After some discussion, council 
agreed to schedule a hearing on 
the adoption of an ordinance 
giving the city control over noise 
pollution. Prince Georges County 
already has such a measure, 
which prohibits noise audible 
more than 50 feet from its 
source in residential areas be- 
tween 11 p.m. and 7 a.m. Un- 
fortunately, without an enabling 
municipa] ordinance, the Green- 
belt Police lack authority to en- 
force it. 

Council member Edward Pu- 
tens expressed some dissatisfa- 
tion with the proposed draft. He 
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ealled for a work session in which 
options used ‘in similar ordinances 
by Ocean City and by Cheverly 
could also be explored, 


Council Tidbits 


On a motion by council mem- 
ber White, council approved the 
selection of the Motorola com- 
pany for the provision of radio 
maintenance services for the 
Greenbelt Police Department at 
a cost of $25,508.40. 


Council also agreed to hire for 
a second year the auditing firm 
of Keller Bruner & Company. 
The city staff had been very 
pleased with their work in the 
previous year because they had 
brought a fresh perspective to 
the city’s accounting records and 
had made a number of useftl 
recommendations, The proposed 
charge for the audit was $12,000. 

Earlier in the meeting, council 
granted a request by Alexander 
Barnes, Jr. to read aloud a let- 
ter he had prepared in response 
tc an argument by Betsy Likow- 
ski at an earlier work session 
on trails in Parcels 1 and 2. Li- 
kowski had spoken in favor of 
markers to denote trails already 
in existence, and of limited 
bridging over streams to ensure 
the safety of walkers. Barnes’ 
letter opposed any kind of de- 
velopment. 





Council also accepted a report 
from the Advisory Planning 
Beard favoring the construction 
by Oncology Services of a treat- 
ment facility off Greenway Ceu- 
ter Drive. They also accepted 
a report by the Community Re- 
lations Advisory Board suggest- 
ing that a portion of the new 
Community Building be named 
for the late council member 
Charles F, Schwan. : 


Poison Control 


Center to Close” 


Concerned physicians and offi- 
cials at Children’s Hospital are 
urging local governments and 
the Washington community to 
help save the Nationa] Capital 
Poison Control Center. The Cen- 
ter was scheduled to close on 
February 28, and would have left 
the region with few resources 
for poison information, It has 
received a four-month extension 
to locate permanent funding. 

“The Poison Center handled 
more than 34,000 cases of poison- 
ing in 1992, with 75% of the 
cases managed at home,” said 
Dr. Martin Eichelberger, surgeon 
and Director of Emergency Trau- 
ma Services. “More than half 
of the eases involved children 
under six, and it would be tragic 
if parents could no longer make 
that one phone call to get help 
in what could be a life-threaten- 
ing situation.” 

Dr. Wichelberger, who also 
serves as president of the Nation- 
al Safe Kids Campaign, said 
without the Poison Center, calls 
to 911 will increase, as well as 
ambulance transports to local

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Greenbrook Estates Finishes 
Tree Planting Program

On the morning of Saturday, November 20, homeown- 
ers in Greenbrook Estates of Greenbelt planted 65 trees in 
the community common area along the creek, completing 
a project begun in 1991 to plant trees there. The area form- 
erly consisted of grass, weeds, and large bare patches. 


Though somewhat windy, the 
cool November day was otherwise 
a good day for the strenuous 
labor of tree planting, Recent 
rains had left the soil somewhat 
softer than usual (although a 
few tree planting locations had 
to be abandoned when the tree 
pits filled with water). 


The community is restoring the 
riparian corridor along the creek 
to improve the habitat in and 
along the creek for birds and 
other, wildlife, and to improve 
the quality of the creek for 
drainage.

Several Varieties Planted 


The tree planting project was 
a result of the combined efforts 
of community members, the 
Chesapeake Bay Trust Fund, the 
City of Greenbelt, and the land- 
scape contractor for Greenbrook 
Estates. The trees were  pur- 
chased with the aid of a grant 
from the Trust Fund, the second 
such grant the community has 
received for this purpose. The 
grant was used to purchase white 
and green ashes, tulip poplars, 
sycamores, pin oaks. sugar and 
red maples. and honey locusts 
from ‘TreeMendous Maryland. 
River birch and loblolly pines 
were purchased from Behnke’s 
Nursery and an additional dozen 


ning through Greenbrook Estates.
